Whcn you have walkcd or drivcn past thc hospital in your town, dîd you 
cvcr think that 100 ycars ago, thcrc really werc no hospitals in all the world? 

There is your hospital, a beautîful building, eqiupped with evcry modern 
sdendfic apparatus, staffed with doctors and nurses, al! therc to hcip you get 
well when you are sick, to savc your lifc, and to make you comfortablc when 
paîn strikes. 

Modern mediane has madc cnormous strides and we shouid think how 
lucky WC arc to havc such a boon to hcalth as thc modern hospital, clean and 
dO&dent. 

It rcally all staned with a wonderful woman in London — Florcncc 
Nightingale. When shc was a young lady, she noticcd there werc rcally vcry 
few hospitals. No onc had trained nurses. No one ever heard of a trained nurse. 
Sick women werc aided crudcly by ignorant şcrubwomen and dying men werc

The whole idea of a sciendfically tramed nurse hc^Â ncvcr bccn t^ton^hţ o£* 
But Florcnce Nightingalc dedded that something must bc done. Whilc was 
studying this horrible situacion, war broke out betwecn England and Russia in 
1854. Thousands of brave British soldicrs were wounded and left ca die ia 
filthy caves without pr oper medkal attenttoa and no nurses at alL 

So this wond&rful lady, Florencc Nightingale, organized a small group of 

young ladies, trained them to bc nurses and dcparted for th£ battle&eld in 
Crimca.

When she landcd shc found what thc pompous British officcrs thought was 
a hospital. When she saw it, she recoiled in horror — thousands of mcn lying on 
thc ground, a few on dirty cots. Thcsc poor woundcd mcn hadn*t had a change 
of clothing in days and their bandages wcrc blood soaked rags.

Florence's mind turned înto a furious rage. Shc dcmanded that thc officcrs ' 
order thc garbage, filth and littcr cleancd up at oncc. Shc dcmanded that the 
wounded be gîven decent food and that soldicrs bc assigned to hcr to make this 
den of dirt, disease and dcath into an antiseptic hospital — thc first of its kind 
in the world.. 

Both among the army officcrs and at homc in England thc polîticîans, f uzzy 
duddies, raised a hue and cry that a woman should work undcr such conditions 
and with male patients. 

But Florencc Nightingalc paid no attention. Shc sared thousands of hVes 
and startcd the whole idea of how hospitals should bc nin, how nurses should 
be trained and how sick peoplc must bc carcd for. 

When she rcturifcd to England a hugc fund to honor this hcroine was 
raised — one quarter of a million dollars — so that shc could start the first 
modern hospital in London. 

When you walk or drive past your hospital you may wcll think gratcfully 
that the courage and pcrsevcrancc of Florencc Nightingalc is alone rcsponsible 
for this wonderful asset to your community*
